North Shore to See City’s “Elect” 
on Stroll Twice a Week 
All Through the 
Summer. 


The Dest and bravest of our fair aristoo- 
racy—and both edjectives are used advisedly 
after consultation with the social register 
and the weather statistics for the last twten- 
ty-four houre—put in an hour and a half 
amid the froety precincts of Lincoln park 
yesterday afternoon inaugurating Mrs. Har- 
old F. MoCormick’s scheme for a regular 
semi-weekly official society promenade. 

Society's idea in initiating this promenade 
i to “ encourage al fresco life” in Chicago 
—*@ little outdoor exercise twice a week 
will do Chicago people good.”’ They have 
something of the same sort about Armenon- 
ville in the Boise de Boulggne in Paris and at 
Hyde Park when the king “ drives ” in Lon- 
don. ' 

Weather Man Spoils Plans. 

There was barely enough promenading in 
yesterday's proceedings to give the prom- 
enade the name, but just the same it was 
about the hardiest thing that Chicago so- 
clety hae done. The spring wind blew bitter 
chill around the Grant monument, and the 
robine, for all their feathera, were «a-cold 
ase the poet says. 

Ase concession to this unpropitious.condi- 
tion of the atmosphere, society promenaded 
rather gingerly and at little length. Of the 
thirty-five who took part in the affair, only 
.@ scant half dozen walked to the park. The 
others went in their automobiles, well 
wrapped up in thick coats and feather boas. 

When the promenaders reached the park 
pavilion near the Academy of Sciences they 
sensibly concluded to/edjourn to the tea 
house. a 

Here an informal hincheon was served. 
Plans were discussed for an official prome- 
nade.

Stroll 
down Lake Shore drive and disband.”

Tt {@ proposed that «ach day’s promenade 
shall be preceded by a gathering at the tea- 
house. This charming little building, de- 
s:gned in the German art notveau, gives the 
inrpreasion of Munich, with its tiled roof and 
ite two high, airy belconies, and is just the 
place for intimate little meetings. The view 
frum these balconies is celightful—and the 
tea that is served there received a flattering 
verdiot.

&eigned for winter weer. 

Later on, however, it is proposed to make 
the promenade really a drese affaix, It is 
not proposed that it shall be exclusive, either. 
In fact, the promotere think that one of the 
chéef pleasures of it, once it betomes the 
fashion, will be its cosmopolitan tone.

Longworth and Taylor Eulo- 
gize Benefits of Polished 
Craniums to Society. 


BEARDED FOES IN REPLY. 


Washington, D. C., May 2—({Speciel.}— 
“ Resolved, That whiskers area greater det- 
riment to a men than a bald head,” was the 
question debated with seriousness at the Na- 
tional Press olub tonight by four men of 
prominence in pubdlic life. 

Representative Nicholas Longworth of 
Ohio and Senator “ Fiddling Bobd’’ Taylor 
of Tennessee upheld the affirmative. Uncle 
Joe Cannon and former Senator Tom Carter 
of Montana took care of the negative. 

Scott C. Bone, formerly publisher of the 
Washington Heralé, was the referees. Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of 
chemistry at the agricultural department, 
was the official timekeeper. The assembly 
room of the Press club was crowded with 
newepaper men, senators, and representa- 
tives. 

After the four debaters hed verbally as- 
saulted one another with great enthusiasm 
for a tota! of forty minutes, Mr. Bone re- 
fused to make a decision. He turned the 
responsibility over to Speaker Champ Clark, 
who also dodged. Mr. Clark passed the buck 
to the ways end means committee of the 
house, which he pointed out is charged with 
the duty of passing upon the merite of wool, 
free, raw, and otherwise. 


Longworth Is First to Bat. 

Nick Longworth, who has a head like the 
upper half of a well polished ostrich egg, 
opened the struggle. 

“T am not willing to assume,” said Mr. 
Longworth, “that baldness is in any sense 
a handicap either in public or private Nfe. 
I shall therefore leave the affirmative side 
to my co-fiddler, Senator Taylor. 

“Tt is related that Joab approached one 
Amase and laid his fingers upon his whiskers 
with a desire to kiss him. Amasa neglected 
to note that Joab had a sword, and he was 
amitten beneath the fifth rib. If any of you 
members of the press will go Into Uncle Joe 
Cannon’s committee room and place your 
fingers on his whiskers, who do you think 
will get it beneath the fifth rib?’

“The committee that selected this subject 
for debate,”” he said severely, ‘‘ never sup- 
posed it might be turned into e matter of 
levity.

PATIENT BECOMES VIOLENT

Gol. C. A. Watson of Louisville Taken to 
Police Station Instead of Hospital 
Following Outbreak. 


Col. C. A. Watson of Louisville, Ky., be- 
came violent last night while in a taxicab 
bound for the People’s hospital, where he was 
to undergo treatment for a mental derange- 
ment.

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COMMONS VOTES 
TO CHECK LORDS 


Vital Clauses in ,Parliament- 


ary Bill Adopted Under 
Closure Rule, 


PUTS CURB ON VETOING.

LONDON, May 2—<After the application of 
closure, clause two of the parliament bili, 
which is the most important section of the 
government's measure for the curtailment 
of ‘the powers of the house of lords was 


carried tn the house of commons tonight 209 . 


to 196. 

Then clause three of the bill, providing 
that “any certificate of the speaker of the 
house of commons given under this act shal) 
be conclusive for all purposes, and shall 
not be questioned tn any court of law,” wae 
oarried, after closure by « vote of 255 to 182. 

By the aid of closure the remaining 
clauses, four, five, and six, were adopted 
without amendment by large majorities. 


Many Amendments Ruled Out. 
There remained a number of proposed new 
clauses on the amendment list, but the 
chairman ruled most of these out of order. 
Clause four provides that “ nothing in this 
act shall diminish or qualify the existing 
righte and privileges of the house of com- 
mons.” 

Clause five provides for the duration of 
parliament, reading: “ Five years shall be 
substituted for seven years as the time 
fixed for the maximum duration of parlla- 
ment under the septennia!l act, 1716.” 

Clauee six declares: “This act mag be 
cited as the parliament ect 1910.” 


Rejects All Weakening Scope. 

During the debate on clause two the gov- 
ernment agreed to accept one or two minor 
amendments moved by the opposition, but 
rejected all which would weaken its scope. 

This cla relates to any bill other than 
a money bill, and provides that if any such 
measure is passed by the house of commons 
in three successive sessions and is rejected by 
the house of lorde at each of these it shail) 
become an act of parMament on the royal 
assent. 

In amended form & provides that the two 
years’ delay shall be caloulated from the 
date of the passing of the second reading 
of the bill in the house of commons, which 
somewhat extends the period in which the 
lords can delay a bill. 

Before the vote was taken Winston Bpen- 
cer Churcblll, the home secretary, said the 
adoption of the cleuse was imperative, be- 
cause there had cOme about compiete pa- 
ralysis of the working constitution and depia] 
of all form of redreas to those who @i not 
belong to the Conservative party. 


Reform of Lords Still Needed. 

The safeguards which the clause ieft the 
house of lords for delay and revision, Mr. 
Churchill said, would still place the Liberals 
under great disabilities as compared with 
the Conservatives. That was the re@seon 
why reform of the house of lords should 
follow as the complement of the parliament 
bill. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the opposition, de- 
olared the real purpose of the bill was not 
the improvement of the constitution, but 
the carrying of home rule. The govern- 
ment, he said, had succumbed to threats and 
cajoleries of the Nationallets and Laborites. 

The house adjourned after rejecting the 
proposed new clauses, thus disposing of the 
coramittee stage of the whole bill, with the 
exception of the preamble.

Court Thinks Honor Impugned. 

During his argument on the constitution 
and the statutes and the citation of pumercus 
decisions, Attorney Frost took issue with 
Judge Petit in his pronunciamentwes in be- 
half of Mr. Tilden. The court rose in wrath, 
taking it for granted that his honor was 
being impugned, and vehemently denied he 
had decided the case in advance.

Tilden Must Answer First.

All three companies are known ag “ Insull

) backing the Commonwealth Edison com- 
| pany in Chicago. Samuel Insull, president of 


| the Commonwealth Edison company, is presi- 
dent ¢f ooth the North Shore and, the Econo- 
my Light and Power concerns, and is/repre- 
sented on the board of the downstate com- 
pany. Others holding various offices are 
Charles A. Munroe, John H. Gulick, Charles 
H,. Randle, and Louis A. Ferguson. 


More than $21,000,000 Involved. 

The combined capital stock of the three 
companies ie $11,564,000, and their funded 
debt of $9,751,000 brings the total of capital 
» Obligations to more than $21,000000. Their 
@nuual gross business exceede $2,500,000, and 
tne net revenue is around $1,000,000. The pap- 
uiation served ik eighty communities ie about 
700,090, according to company estimates. 

Phe negotiations have been under way for 
some time, following the growing interrela- 
ticnsi of the small companies with each other 
and the Commonwealth Edison company in 
the way of purchase and sale of power. 

Information as to the proposed merger has 
been meager, however, and it was not until 
the shdden demand for the companies’ securi- 
ties on the local curb that the plans were 
rev.liged.

“NOT: GUILTY” HIS PLEA. 


Official Accused of Illegal Bank

New York, May 2.—-Charles H. Hyde will 
resign as city chamberlain at once. Under 
indictment and under the fire of practically 
every newspaper in New York, he announced 
today that. although he js the victim of ‘ one 
of the most wicked conspiracies in the history 
of the city,’’ he will relinquish his position in 
order not to embarrass the Gaynor adminis- 
tration.

Indicted yesterday on two counts, one 
charging bribery, the other with taking an 
unlawful fee, Hyde pleaded hot guilty with 
penmission to change or withdraw the plea 
and was released under $7,500 bail.

Says McNamaras Are Innocent. 

He reiterated the opinion that the charges 
against the two McNameras and Ortile E. 
McManigal, arrested and taken to Los An- 
geles charged with complicity in blowing 
up the Times building and other dynamite 
outrages, was @ “frameup,” and that the 
accused men are innocent. 

“The implication,”” said Mr. Gompers, 
“that the American Federation of Labor 
will stand for magazine guns or any other 
guns is an insult to me and to the whole labor 
movement. 

“Let me express this persona) opinion— 
the permit system is an evil that must be 
banished from the unions. It is afestering 
evil that must be eradicated. 

“The idea that a union man with a union 
card should be compelled to pay for a permit 
to work is repugnant. A union card is per- 
mit enough for any union man.”

Poole’s Son Makes First Charges.

lic by threats of death from the elder Poole.

He was sent to 
an asylum, end was released on parole a few 
years ago. 

Fowler, which is the county seat of Benton 
county, {s a town of about 1,500 population, 
It tf about 100 miles south and east of Chi« 
cago, on the Big Four ratlroad. 


Daughter Says Father Is Innocent. 

Miss Poole. daughter of John Poole, who 
ig a student at the Englewood Business col- 
lege, 6233 South Halsted street, came to Chi- 
cago Monday night. She is staying tempo- 
rarily at the residence of Franklin B. Bellia 
president of the school, 5858 Prairie avenue. 
Miss Poole was not anxious at night to dis- 
cuss her father’s errest and the charge that 
he killed Joseph Kemper. 

“My father wag insane, but he recovered, 
and for a long time he bas shown no signe 
of insanity,” she seid. “I do not believe 
that he kitted Kemper or any one else and 
cannot understand how my brother, Emory, 
could say that I shared his suspicions re- 
garding my father. I know nothing at all 
about it and I am positive that my father 
did not kill Kemper. Father wus arrested 
in March but was released afterward be- 
cause there was no proof against him. My 
mother has been {Il for a long time and I am |} 
afraid that this shock will be hard on her.” 

Miss Poole turned white and was unnerved 
when she heard the news of the finding of 
the body.

FROST DAMAGE IS SERIOUS. 


Fruit in Danger as Far South as Cairo, 
Kansas, and Missouri. 


Chicago got a small taste of a northwest 


when the air was filled with snow for about 
five minutes. 

Only in seven of the last forty years’ has 
snow fallen in May. Two years ago the 
month was ushered in with a light snow 
storm, and on May 3, 1907, over an inch of 
snow fell and remained for several hours. 

“ THe frost is certain to do heavy damage 
to the fruit crops all along the northern gec- 
tion,”’ said Prof. Henry J. Cox at the weather 
bureau. “Our reports show that the cold 
snap has extended into Kansas and Mis- 
sourt, and the fruit crop in the neighborhood 
of Cairo is really in a dangerous condition. 
The damage ig not nearly as serious as a 
year ago, when the warm weather of March 
and April had started the buds, but the 
loss will be noticeable. 

“The weather today is 15 degrees below 
normal! in Chicago, and all through the mid- 
die west is 10 to 20 degrees below normal. 
We have been set back into March.” 


MANY STATES ARE AFFECTED. 

Frost in some sections of Missouri, Kan- 
sas, northern Oklahoma, and Arkaneas on 
Monday night is believed to have damaged 
fruit. In Kansas the mercury registered be- 
low the freezing point. 

Early yesterday morning the thermometers 
at Galesburg, Ill., registered 29 degrees.

HEAVY LOSS BY THE REBELS. 


Many Cueless Bodies Are Left Lying 
in Streets of the City. 


HONGKONG, China, May 2.—Today’s ad 
vices from Canton, where the revolutionary 
movement originated, indicate that foreign- 
ers have escaped harm. : 

The anti-Manchu movement has spread 
from the West river at the west of Canton 
north and east through Kwangtung province 
and to Amoy in the southeestern part of 
Fukien province. 

According to the best information obtain- 
able the foreign missions have not been mo- 
lested by the rebels, 

Details of the fighting at Canton confirm 
earlier reports of the ferocity with which the 
troops and the rebels engaged. Cueless 
heads and headlese bodies in European dren 
are still exposed in the streets. Other bodies 
show that death was caused by strangula- 
tion. 

The absence of cues, together with the 
clothing of western fashion, makes plain 
that the dead were rebels. The bodies of the 
soldiers killed appear to have been removed.

| APLAME IN WEST 


Continuous Fighting Report- 
ed in: the States of Sinaloa 
and Sonora. 


YANKEES NO LONGERSAFE 


Federal Peace Envoy Reaches El 
Paso, While the Situation 
Grows Graver. 


Nogales. Aris.. May 2.—{ Special. }—Con- 
tinuous fighting is reported in the states of 
Sinaloa and Sonora, and whatever the 
prospects of peace at Juares, ‘the entire 
weatern coast of Mexico is aflame with re- 
volt, 

Americans in this city, familiar with the 
conditions acrosa the border, tonight rezard 
the situation as grave. Not only ts the 
political welfare of the Mexican states af- 
fected, but United States interests are said 
to be in danger. Even the lives of Ameri- 
cans, hitherto held sacred by federals and 
rebels, are no longer regarded safe in the 
interior of Mexico. Furthermore, another 
attack at Agua Prietais threatened. 

Raliroad officials who reached Nogales 
from Mexico today brought warning from 
the rebels to remove all their families as 
quickly as possible into the United States 
and to advise all their American friends 
to do likewise. 


Rebels Threaten All Border Towns. 

Coupled with these warnings was the threat 
of the insurrectos that they intended, before 
the end of the week, to launch attacks against 
all the Mexican bordertowne. Many Ameri- 
can families are coming across the border. 

Word came from the Magdalena district. 
southeast of Nogales, of the wiping out of a 
body of thirty federals under Luis Wstrella 
by a band of rebels near Otates 

The rebels am bushed the government troops 
while the latter were escorting a wealthy 
farmer to his ranch near Magdalena. 

Reports of heavy fighting in the neighbor- 
hood of La Colorada, southeast of Hermo- 
sillo, the capital of Sonora, were brought 
across the border. The rebels say they 
have recaptured the city, which before has 
been the scene of battles during the present 
rebellion. 


Federal Peace Envoy at El Paso. 

El Pdeo, Tex, May 2.—Judge Francisco 
Carabajal, the federal peace envoy, arrived 
here tonight. Formal peace negotiations 
with the rebel commanders will begin tomor- 
row. Announcement was made tonight that 
the armistice has been extended four days. 

A band of thirty outlaws appeared in 
Santa Nina camp, where &. J. Clark, an 
American, was employed as watchman. 
Clark was absent. His wife tried to defend 
the camp with a shotgun, but was wounded. 
The outlaws hid in the house while the 
woman bathed her wounds. When her hus-~- 
band appeared he was riddled with bullets 
and his wife was then murdered. 

Another band of outlaws entered the camp 
of the Chumita mine west of Huepac, shot 
the American guard, looted the commissary, 
and threw the ore for shipping over the dump. 
Mine Manager Dobsop was among the 
‘refugees. 


Asks Protection for Americans. 

MEXICO CITY, May 2.—Aceompanied by a 
member of the German legation, Ambassador 
Wilson today called at the foreign office and 
asked protection for the Americans and Ger- 
mans in the city of Cuernavaea, which has 
been isolated since Saturday and which is 
believed te be in danger of attack by rebels. 

The Mexican government is disposed to 
give all protection possible to foreigners and 
it is also desirous of guarding its state eap- 
itals from capture, so the announcement 
made at the war department this afternoon 
that orders had been issued for additional 
troops to march to Cuernavaca, which is the 
capital of Morelos, may be taken as & meas- 
ure to protect foreigners as well as to gar- 
rison the threatened city. 


HOWL CURSES AT INFORME 


Camorrists in Uproar in Court; 
Carabineers Guard Witness. 


M’CLELUAN IS A SPECTATOR. | 


Ex-New York Mayor Jeered At by 
Prisoners Accused of Dual Murder. 


VITERBO, Italy, May 2.—-Amidst the 
howling of curses by the thirty-six Ca- 
morrists accused of the murder of Gennara 
Cuoccolo and his wife, Grennavo Abbate- 
maggio, the informer, today repeated hig 
story of the crime. It was the day of his 
confrontation with Corrade Sertine, whom 
he charges with being one of the actual as- 
sessins, and carabineers had to close in to 
prevent the accused and the witness from 
fiying at each other. The accused had been 
summoned from the cage. 

George B. McClellan, former mayor of 
New York, in whose term of office Lieut. 
Petrosino arrested Enrico Alfano, head of 
the Camorra, for which act Petrosino is be- 
lieved to have paid the penalty of his life 
at Palermo, was present, and was sub- 
jected to a jeer from 6ortino. 


Attempted Subornation Charged. 

Abbatemaggio tegtified ta the route fol- 
lowed by Sortino after the murder of Cuoc- 
colo's wife, and Sortino shouted: “ You in- 
sinuate that I had @ ceb to carry off the 
stolen goods." 

Alfano jumped to his feet and cried out: 
“ We found the cabman you tried to guborn 
into saying that he carried Gortino, but he 
refused."’ 

All, the prisoners took occasion to begin a 
demonstration, which President of the Court 
Bianchi had difficulty in quelling. Sortino 
shouted so vehemently that Abbatemaggio 
could not be heard. When the disorder was 
at an end, he turned in the direction of Mc- 
Clellan and said ironically: 

“if we are acquitted here, we will go to 
America, where you will accuse us of the 
murder of Petrosino.”’ 

Mocks Man He Accuses. 

Abbatemagegio declared that everything that 
Sortino had said in his examination was 
false. Occasionally when interrupted he 
bowed with mock deference to Sartino and 
remarked: 

* But you know better than I do, as you 
were there.”’

Springfield, I., May 2.—Charges against 
Senator Walter Clyde Jones of Chicago will 
be made on the floor of the state senate next 
week, according to Senator Frank H. Funk 
of Bloomington.

As soon as Senator Barr moved for the 
postponement, Mr. Funk, who is not a mem- 
ber of the committee, pounded hie fist on 
the table and demanded the bil) be either 
killed in committee or reported out with a 
favorable recommendation. Mr. Barr and 
Mr. Ettteligon insisted that it would be un- 
fair to Mr. Jones to report the bill out with- 
out giving him an opportunity to be heard. 

“(My constituents are as good as those 
of Jones,"’ exclaimed Mr. Funk, “ and they 
want thie bill enacted into law. I don't see 
what right this committee hasin burying the 
pilaf or delaying action on it just because 
Walter Clyde Jones is not present. 

“I am not surprised at Jones being op- 
poged to this bill, though. Such a law would 
make an awful hole in his pocketbook and 
you gentlemen seem to believe that Jones’ 
pocketbook is of more importance than the 
thousands of lawyers in IMinols who are 
trying to reduce the cost of Appellate court 
reports to a reasonable amount. 


Threatens Expose on Floor. 

“ I know the history of previous legislation 
regarding ghe printing of court reports, We 
all know that Jones is the manager of a con- 
cern which prints and sells to the lawyers 
these Appellate court reports and that the 
passing of the Provine bill would mean a 
great financia! loss to our senate leader. 

“I am going to expose this whole matter 
on the floor of the senate next week. I think 
the disclosures will make the passage of the 
bill somewhat smoother.”’

Chief of Policé John McWeeny yesterday 
issued a special police bulletin on the $06,000 
police “ slush” fund, which has beén & mat- 
ter of muth comment among members of 
the féree ever #ince $42,000 of the fund dis- 
appeared at the same time that William F. 
Stine, former head of the United Police and 
one of the custodians of the fund, dropped 
out of sight. 

In the bulletin the new chief asks evéry 
policemi@m Who contributed to the fund to 
lay all the facts before him, promising that 
the informants will be accorded protection 
by the ehiet and so civil servicé GOmmis- 
sion. 

The order ia in line with the request made 
by State’s Attorney Wayman, who started a 
gtand jury investigation of the missing fund, 
but stopped the inquiry because the don- 
tributing policemen were @fraid to disclose 
eVidence which they feared might incrim- 
inate themselves. 

Mr. Wayman advised that a department 
order bé issued, promising immunity to any 
one who would make disclosures concerning 
the collection of the fund and the disposi- 
tion of the money, sald to have been collected 
for the purpoee of inflMencing the city coun 
cil to raise the pay of the patrolmen 10 per 
cent. 

Chief McWeeny refused to comment upon 
the order, saying that it explained itself. The 
bulletin said: 

“Tt is reported that one of the members of 
the department, into Whose possession this 
fund came, appropriated thé same to his own 
use arid thus defrauded his brother officers.

Denounces Mormonism. 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—Deolaring that 
wherever the Mormon organization controls the 
church is in undisputed possession of all polit- 
ical power, contrary to the federal constitution, 
the National Congress of Mothers, just before 
closing its fifteenth annual session here tonight, 
adopted resolutions urging congressional legis- 
lation to eliminate polygamy, recommending a 
constitutional amendment giving federal juris- 
diction over_the crime of polygamy, and protest- 
ing against the acceptance by the battleship 
Utah of the silver service bearing the repre- 
sentation of Brigham Young. 

Other resolutions adopted urge parefits to 
form associations for child study, indorse the 
Gallinger bill for acceptance of the Nathan 
Straus pasteurized milk laboratory, urge laws 
prohibiting the intermarriage of feeble minded 
and degenerate persons, denounce the use of 
soothing sirups and “ medicated soft drinks,” 
and thank President Taft for his tight against 
the traffic in women.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Rice for ‘Curry and Curry Sauces.” 


ik have already given “Mr. Arnott’s” 
recipe for curry powder, and the fol- 
ing is his recipe for “currie,” with di- 
rections concerning the preparation of 
the rice: “Take the heart of a cab- 
bage, and nothing but the heart—that is to say, 
pull away all the outside leaves until it is about 
the size of an egg—chop it fine add to it a cou- 
Die of apples sliced thin, the juice of one lemon, 
half a teaspoon of black pepper, with one large 
tablespoon of my currie powder, and mix the 
whole well together. Now, take six onions that 
have been chopped fine and fried brown, a garlic 
head the size of a nutmeg, also minced fine; two 
ounces of fresh butter, two tablespoons of flour, 
and one pint of strong mutton or beef gravy; 
and when these articles are boiling add the for- 
mer ingredients, and let the whole be well 
stewed up together; if not hof enough, add cay- 
enne pepper. Next put in a fow)] that has been 
roasted and nicely cut up, or a rabbit, or some 
lean chops of pork or mutton, or a lobster, or 
the remains of yesterday's calf's head, or any- 
thing else you may fancy, and you will have an 
excellent currie fit for kings to partake of. 
“Well, now for the rice. It should be put 
into water that should be frequently changed 
and should remain in for half an hour at least; 
this both clears and soaks it. Have your sauce- 
pan full of water (the larger the better), and 
when it boils rapidly throw the rice into it: it 
will be done in fifteen minutes. Strain it into a 
dish, wipe the saucepan dry, return the drained 
rice into it, and put it over a gentle fire for a 
few minutes with a cloth over it; every grain 
= be separate. When served, do not cover the

Hliza Acton’s Boiled Rice —Wash the rice in 
two or three different waters and put it into a 
large quantity of cold; bring it gently to boil, 
keeping it uncovered, and boil it softly for fif- 
teen minutes, when {ft will be perfectly tender 
and every grain will remain distinct. Throw it 
into a large cullender and let it drain for ten 
minutes near the fire; should it not then appear 
quite dry, turn ft into a dish and set it for a 
short time into a gentile oven, or let {t steam 
in a clean saucepan near the fire. It should nei- 
ther be stirred, except just at first, to prevent 
its lumping while it is still quite hard, nor 
touched with either fork or spoon; the stewpan 
may be shaken occasionally, should the rice 
seem to require it, and it should be thrown 
lightly from the cullender upon the dish. A 
couple of minutes before it is done throw tn 
some salt, and from the time of its beginning 
to bofl remove the ecum as it rises.”

In “Cakes and Ale” Edward Spencer, epicure, 
uiscourses on curries and gives as one way to 
cook the rice the following: “After washing 
the rice throw it in plenty of boiling water—in 
proportion of six pints of water to one pound 
of rice. Boll it r five minutes, then add a 
wineglassful of milk for every half pound of 
rice, and continue boiling for five minutes 
longer. Strain the water off through a colan- 
der and put it dry into the pot on the corner of 
the stove, pouring over the rice a small piece of 
butter which has been melted in a tablespoon 
of the hot milk and water in which the rice was 
boiled, add salt, and stir the rice for five min- 
utes.” eg

“Old Buddha,” the name by which the late 
empress dowager was so widely known, he 
has been failing in health, and on March 4 
he succumbed at Pao-Ting-Fu in the province 
of Chi-Li, to which he had withdrawn at the 
beginning of the present reign. 
Starting life as a cobbler’s apprentice in the 
smail provincial town of Ho-Chien-Fu he 
entered the imperial household at the age of 


'} 18, and was promoted to the post of chief 
eunuch of the court of Peking in 1869, after his - 


equally notorious predecessor, An-Te-Hai, 
head been summarily decapitated by the vice- 
roy of Shan-Tung for assuming imperial dig- 
nities and insignia, while engaged on a tribute 
levying expedition in that province.

Before that date, however, Li-Lien-Ying 
had attracted tthe noticeand won the favor of 
Empress Tzu-Hsi by loyal services rendered 
at a. time when her own authority was not yet 
firmly established, by his remarkable physi- 
cal comeliness, his good manners, and his in- 
telligence. He was an adept at organizing 
and conducting the routs, magsques, theatri- 
cals, and picnics, wherein the heart of the 
pleasure loving empress rejoiced. 

To the end of her life, his services in this 


‘ capacity made him indispensable to her, and 


won for him a familar ¢omaraderie which 
she vouchsafed to no one else, not evento her 
faithful kinsman, Jung-Lu: He was a good 
raconteur, able and willing to distract her 
mind in dull moments, of a nimble wit and 
cheerful disposition; and, although ignoble 


and vicious in many respects, he served his 
introns i lifetime of dog-like devotion 
and affectionate care

His hand-was powerful, not only in the 
finances and administrative affairs of the pal- 
ace and of the provinces, but also In the higher 
matters of state. He above ali others was 
instrumental in inducing the late Empréss 


Tzu-Hsi to suppress with violence the reform | 


movement of 1898, and to condemn the unfor- 
tunate Emperor Kwang-Hsu to the humilla- 
tion of a gilded prison, which only ended with 
hig life. 

It was he who fn hi8 colossal ignorance per- 
suaced her to believe in the mystic powers of 
the Boxers, and in their ability to “ érive the 
foreigner into the sea.”’ His blind hatred of 
the reformers and of foreigners, Was indeed 
largely due to self interest, since they had 
repeatedly denounced the eunuch systém, 
which constitutes the bane and curse of 
Manchu rule, and made its abolition a plank 
in their program of reforms, with the general 
support of public opinion. His faith in the 
Boxers was entirely genuine, and to the last 
Gaye of the siege of the legations, he contin- 
ued to reassure the empress of their eventual 
success.

After the capture of the city of Peking by 
the allies and the flight of the court his 
courage forsook him, and for many months 
he went'in fear that the empress would be 
forced by the demanés of the avenging pow- 
ers, to hand him ovér for punishment, with 
the other leaders of the Boxer movement. 
He owed his eventual! safety to the influence 
exercised on his béhalf by the Russian govern- 
ment, which, with an eye to past and future 
favors, from his good will at Peking, inter- 
vened to shiejd him and others from their well 
merited punishment. 

Nevertheless, he did not escape scot free. 
For one of his hoards of treasure, hidden ijn 
the vicinity: of the palace at Peking, was be- 
trayed to the French troops, and by them 
looted. He subsequently recoupéd himself by 
provincial exactions of the most unblushing 
rapacity, while the court was in residence at 
Hsi-An, and when his mistress died, was 
known as Chinese Squeezer-in-Chief. arch- 
type, and fountain head of official! corruption, 
and as the richest multi-millionaire in Ching 
possibly indeed the wealthiest man of Asia. 

The eunuch régime still continues, and to- 
day Li-Lien-+Ying’s place is taken by Chang- 
Te, now chief eunuch of the present empress 
dowager, Lung-Fu, aunt and guardian of the 
little emperor. He is barely 30 years of age. 
He is a reactionary and as averse to reform as 
his predecessor in office, and exercises un- 
bounded Influence over the empress; a fact 
whieh foreign powérs will do well to bexar 
in mind,

Baron Knute Bonde, secretary of the Swed- 
ish legation at Berlin, whose marriage to 
Miss Grizel Anstruther, daughter of Col, 
Anstruther of Charleton, has just taken place 
in London, Is thé s6n and heir of ‘Baron Car! 
Bonde, of Ericsberg, which is a magnificent 
chatead, situated at a distance of some miles 
from Stockholm, in the midst of an estate ex- 
tending over an area of 50,000 deres. The 
park around the chateau is a creation cf 
Lenotre, who designed the gardens of the 
palace of Versailles. Eriesberg has. been for 
hundreds of years in the possession of the 
Bonde family, is filled from cellar to garret 
with priceless treasures of art and history. 
among them the throne of Charles VIIT., 
which occupies a conspicuous position in the 
grand salon. 

The chatéau is particularly famous for its 
wonderful cocilection of books and manu- 
scripts; which include the correspondence and 
the records of the Barons Bonde, as well as 
of other Swedish nobles related to the fam- 
ily, who held high officé fn the service of the 
crown in the fifteenth, sixteenth, séventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries. Among others, 
there are a number of letters of Cardinal 
Richelieu, of the Marescha! de Luxembourg, 
of King Gustavus Adolpttus, of Cardinal Ma2- 
arin, and of Frederick the Great. 

Thé worthy guardian of all these Hterary 
treasures, Baron Car! Bonde, publishes each 
year a volume of anecdotic history of the 
reign of Gustavus III.

There are few families who have played 
a more notable role in the history of Sweden 
than that of the Barons Bonde. For it hae 
furnished hot only numerous archbishops. 
field marshals, admirals, premiers, and grand 
sérnieschals to the kingdom, but likewise two 
kings, one of whom is the national saint: 


} namely, St. Eric, who reigned over Sweden 


from 1181 to 1160, and Charles VITT.. who 
reigned from 1438 to 1470. In the seventeenth 
century Baron Gustav Bonde was grand 
and president of 
the council of regency, during the minority of 
Charlies XI. A Baron Charles Bonde was the 
plenipotentiary of Sweden at the court of 
Versailles in the reign of Louis XIV., and 
negotiated in London 4 treaty of offensive 
and defensive alliance between Great Britain 
and Sweden. In the eighteetith centusy 
another Baron Gustav Bonde was clance!'or 
of the ancient university of Upsala; and his 
namesake, Baron Gustav Bonde, waé grand 
chamberlain of the court to the last of the 
Vasa kings of Sweden, at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century. 

The fatter of Baron Cart Bonde was special 
ambassador to notify the foreign powers of 
the accession to the throne of King Charles 
XV., uncle of the présent king; while Baron 
Carl Bonde himself was selected by the latter 
for a similar mission three years ago, on his 
own accession.

The street receives a good déal of heavy 
traffic. with a large amount of automobile 
traffic. This is the: worst possible condition 
that a street can be subjected to for the rea- 
that, heavy: traffic cuts up the street and 
the automobiles travéling at' a fast rate pull 
up the dust.

Executive Council of National 
Association Approves of 
Monetary Plan. 


NOT A DISSENTING VOTE. 
Scheme, It Is Declared, Will Cor- 


rect Defects in Currency Sys- 
tem of United States. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 2.—[{Special.]—After 
the reading of the reports of the trust com- 
pany and thé savings bank sections gnd that 
of the currency commission of the American 
Bankers’ association, all of which réecom- 
mended for indorsement the Aldrich mone- 
tary legislation plan, the executive council 
of the association today unanimously ap- 
proved the plan and adopted a genera) resol u- 
tion to that effect. 

Ninety per cent of the members of the 
executive council were present, and, after 
the resolution had been offered by F. O. 
Watts of Naeshville, president of the asso- 
clation, it wags moved to be adopted as read, 
No one voted ‘“‘no.” The resolution is ag 
follows: 

* Resolved, That the executive council of 
the American Bankers’ association heartily 
approves the plan for monetary legislation 
sugéeested by) Nelson W. Aldrich, as modified 
by the currency commission of the American 
Bankers’ agsociation, and the principle set 
out in the report of the special committee 
of the currency commission for extending 
the benefits of the plan to state banks and 
trust companies, 


Will Correct Defects. 

“We firmly believe that it is thoroughly 
practical, fundamentally sound and compre 
hensive; and@ that, if enacted into law, it will 
correct ali the principal defects of our pres- 
ent banking and currency system.” 

This sanction of the Aldrich plan by thé 
executive council was al) important to the 
welfare of the preposed legislation and was 
the most important matter acted upon so far 
by the council. At the banquet in New York 
on May 6 the trust company feature of the 
Aldrich plan will be taken up and ironed out.

SEE A DULL YEAR IN WOOL; 
TRADE BAD AS LAST SEASON. 


Silberman & Sons Say in Review Pros- 
pect Is as Gloomy as Preceding Year 
—Await Tariff Changes. 


“Regarding the last season, ‘a year of 
disappointment’ completely describes the 
situation,” writes S. Silberman & Sons of Chi- 
cago in ae letter giving a review of the woo! 
market for the last year. “It wasa disap- 
pointment to the grower because of low 
prices at shearing time, a disappointment to 
the dealer because the market remained life- 
less most of the time and prices eventually 
declined to even lower levels. Manufactur- 
ers, too, were equally unfortunate, if wemey 
judge by the vast amount of idle factory me- 
chinery. 

‘The 1911 season has opened with practical 
the same dull market conditions as prevailed ~4 
1910, and there are two obstacles which seam 
certain to keap prices down where they are now. 
The first obstacle is lack of demand. Wool won’t go 
first obstace ts lack of demand, Wool won't go 
up until mill owners get busy, and they won't get 
busy until manufacturers of wearing apparel show 
a much keener desire for woolen goods than at 
present. Nor will these manufacturers show such 
a desire until wholesalers, retailers, and the gen- 
eral public begin a much more active buying of 
woolen wearing apparel. 

‘The probable revision of the tariff te a second 
obstacle in the way of higher prices. Frankly, 
manufacturers prefer foreign wools and wocleng 
and if the tariff were reduced it would probably 
cause a further slump in an already weak market. 
The bare possibility of such a change in the tarir 
seems sufficient to prevemt any advance over the 
present price of wool, and may cause « deciine.’’

“Save the Nickels,’ Urge Rock 
Island and Pennsylvania. 


CIRCULARS SUGGEST WAYS. 


Declares Saving Means Prosperity and 
Higher Wages to Employes. 


“Bave the pennies,” is the latest watch- 
word of several of the largest railroads. 
Since Attorney Brandeis told the interstate 
commerce commission the roads were wast- 
ing a million dollars a day they have issued 
warnings to their employés urging more 
careful observance of principles of efficiency 
and economy.

The first page of the Rock Island Employés 
Magazine this month is devoted to an urgent 
request that each man save a nickel a day. 
The Pennsylvania request is in the form of 
a circular to employés pointing out small 
ways of saving and showing that a saving 
of 10 cents a day by each man would mean 
$4,200 a month to each division. 


“Save Nickels,”’ Asks Rock Island. 

“You are one of about 50,000 employés of 
the Rock Island lines,’ the notice of the 
western line reads. ‘‘Can you save 5 cents 
a day for the company? A smalleaving by 
each employé spells prosperity. Prosperity 
hires more men and pays better wages than 
hard times. A few spikes, bolts, etc., saved 
each day will turn the trick for track men. 
Enginemen can easily use a few less shovel- 
fule of coal_a day and make a better show- 
ing. Office n can reduce unneces wires 
and correspondence, saving stat! y and 
postage. Shopmen have many-ways of sav- 
ing time and materials.”’ 


‘“Dimea Day Easy,” Says Pennsy. 


The Pennsylvania circular wae followed by an 
announcement that the company proposed to pay 
for good suggestions for economy and efficiency. 

‘* The necessity for reduction in expe at this 
time is urgent.’’ the circular declares. In addi- 
tion to the exercise of the strictest y in 
the use of materials by all empjoyés the working 
time should be watched carefully by trainmen and 
engineers to avold overtime wherever possible. 
Every employé can assist in some way in accom- 
plishing the desired reduction in expenses If 
every one of the 1,400 employés of this division 
would save 10 cents a day for the company it would 
mean a total saving of $140 a day. or in a month 
$4,200, which would go toward paying increases in 
wages.’’

PAY 22 CENTS; GET 21 1-2. 
Elgin Creameriés Decline to Lower 


Price to Meet Retail Slump—Poultry 
Shows Slight Upturn. 


Owing to the failure on Monday of Elgin 
creamery men to lower their quotation on 
butter to conform with the decline made 
here, dealers at Chicago yesterday faced the 
problem of disposing of 22c butter on a 2lc 
market.
